He took a revoi- 
ver from bis pocket and went behind 
the bar, picking up another weapon 
from a shelf.

He had said this many times dur-

She be- 
came alarmed and a customer in the 
place grasped his arms. He gave up 
the weapon belonging to the saloon 
but refused to surrender his own. 

Bell left the saloon and in 20 min- 
utes a shot was heard in the tene- 


ment across the strect. He was 
found dead on a bed. 
While worsing for the A. Wolt 


Corporation in a scrap metal yard at 
the foot of Dock street a year ag», 
Bell’s left ankle was crushed by a 
slide of metal. He sued for dam- 
ages and the case was settled out of 
court on Oct. 18 last. ' 

Since that time his brother, John, 
1723 North Eleventh street, had fre- 
quent occasion to remonstrate with 
Steve over the way he was squander- 
ing his money. He even complained 
to James E. Dame, the attorney who 
handled Steve's case.

Fascismo’ Won’t Hesitat® to 
“Pass Over Body of the God- 
dess,’’ Italian Premier Says. 


By the Associated Presse. 

LONDON, March 29.—‘“The truth 
is evident to all who are unblinded 
by dogmatism that’ men nowadays 
are tired of liberty,’ says Premier 
Mussolini of Italy in an article con- 
tributed to the April number of the 
Fascisti review, Gerarchia. 

The Rome correspondent of Ihe 
Times, who sends. extracts of the 
article, says it was written to confute 
recenes “xpressions of liberalism In 
Corrters Della Sera. The Premier 
contends that liberalism is not the 
‘last word in or of government and 
that if it was good for the people of 
the last century it does not follow 
that it is equally convenient for those 
of the present. 4 doe 

“The great experiences of the aft 
er-the-war period mark the defeat of 
liberalism,”’ Mussolini writes. “Both 
lin Russia and Italy it has been 
demonstrated that it is pogssible to 
govern outside, above and against, 
all liberal ideas. Neither commun- 
‘ist nor Fascismo has anything to do 
with liberty.”. 

The Premier thinks lberty ts not 
an end, but a means, and therefore 
must be controlled and dominated. 
Contending that no government ever 
existed solely by the consent of the 
peeple without the employment of 
force, he says, 

“If any government ts deprived of 
force and left with only its prin- 
ciple, it will be at the mercy of the
